Legality Of Proposed One Cent Sales Tax Is Questioned 


Mr. Lewey Stephens, the 
former District Attorney for 
Coffee County, met with the 
Coffee County Commission on 
Monday as a ‘‘concerned, pri- 
vate citizen,’ and told the 
Commission it does not have 
the power to impose a 1-cent 
sales tax to raise funds to build 
a new jail, and if it tried to 
impose such a tax, a lawsuit 
would be filed. 

‘The failure to levy a tax is

a misdemeanor,”’ said Ste- 
phens, ‘‘and if you don’t build 
a jail, you will be in contempt 
of court. The Commission has 
to bite the bullet and levy a 
25-mil tax on property. I know 
the problem you're facing, and 
realize you have to run a 1979 
business on a 1940 budget; but 
this is the only solution to the 
problem, because the county 
does not have the power to 
impose a 1-cent sales tax for 
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this purpose."’ 


“I read the same book you 
did,"’ answered County Attor- 
ney Warren Rowe, ‘‘and it 
States the Commission does 
have the power to pass a sales 
tax.”’ 


“If the Commission does 
pass a sales tax,’’ said Ste- 
phens, ‘‘it will be facing ano- 
ther lawsuit the next morning. 
I think a sales tax is unfair 
because a man who earns $80 
a week has to pay the same tax 
as the man who earns $800 a 
week. But, that makes no 
difference - the Code states 
you cannot pass a sales tax for 
the purpose you have stated."’ 


“The county attorney asked 
for an attorney general’s opin- 
ion on the matter on Septem- 
ber 17,’’ said Probate Judge 
James L. Sawyer, ‘‘and we are 
waiting for a reply. We realize 
we will have to do something 
soon,”’ 


“You will either go the 
misdemeanor or contempt of 
court route,’’ added Stephens, 
“and either way, the sheriff 
will be feeding you. However, 
you will have the right to send 
out for meals if you wish!’’ 


The bi-monthly meeting 
actually began at 10:00 a.m., 


THURSDAY, OCTOBER 11, 1979 


and the first order of business 
was to open bids on 2,000 tons 
of stone for the Highway 


Department. Bids received 
were: 

Vulcan Materials - $10.64 
per ton; 


Thompson Trucking - $9.49 
per ton; 

Southeast Materials Corp. - 
$9.90 per ton; and 
Southern Stone - $10.10 per 
ton. 23 

The Commission accepted 
the low bid, 


Only one offer was recieved 
for purchasing 95 old batteries 
at the county shop, and it was 
from Robert R. Herring for $4 
apiece. The offer was accept- 
ed. 


Two bids were received on 
a new boiler at the jail, and 
they were - 

$3,189 from Tucker Electric 
Service, and 

$4,532 from ESMAC. 

The Commission voted to 
accept the low bid. 


Mr. Merrill Nail, of the 
Game and Fish Division, ad- 
dressed the Commission and 
asked it to consider mainten- 
ance on the boat ramp at 
Week's Bridge, and also asked 
the county to do work at the 
Coffee County Lake around the 
bank. The Conservation De- 


partment will contract the 
county to do the work and will 
pay for the help. County 
Engineer Leslie Mullins agreed 
to meet Mr. Nail at the lake 
and give an estimate on the 
cost of doing the work. 


Sheriff Brice Paul told the 
Commission he had been in 
contact with the National Insti- 
tute of Corrections, and that 
the organization offered to 
send a penal expert to the 
county to inspect the facilities 
and make recommendations on 
what can be done. 


**We should be able to get 
some helpful information on 
building jails,’’ said Sheriff 
Paul, ‘‘and they might even be 
able to tell us where we can 
get funding to help pay the 
costs of construction. They 
will be here on October 30 - 
November 1, and help t us solve 
some problems.’’ 


“We've got a Grand Jury 
order to do something by 
December 3,’’ said Warren 
Rowe, ‘‘and we've an order by 
Judge Gamble. We don’t need 
to bring in Federal people. It 
may be working a detriment to 
ourselves. I'd hate to see us 
get in the same shape as 
Houston County.’’ 


“Their recommendations 
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will be in excess of what we'd 
planned to do,’’ said Commis- 
sioner Bennie Beckham, ‘‘and 
I'd rather we draw up our own 
plans and then let them look 
‘em over. It might not be a 
bad idea to contact counties 
the N.LC. has worked in, and 
see if they helped them."’ 

“They would simply come 
down and talk to us,’’ said 
Sheriff Paul, ‘‘and then offer 
help. Their whole bag is 
assistance, and I think they can 
do us a service.’’ 


‘We're sitting on thin ice,’’ 
added Rowe, ‘‘and I'd hate to 
have a new witness come in 
that knows what they're talking 
about. I would rather they be 
ordered in than be invited in. 
You say they will only give us 
advice, but their advice could 
be more damaging than help- 
ful. The Federal Government 
is in a better position than we 
are, because when they need 
money, they just print it up." 


The Commission decided 
for Judge Sawyer, Bill Cathell 
(Regional Planners), John 
Wright (LEPA), Sheriff Paul 
and Warren Rowe to meet 
together and work on a solu- 
tion to the problems. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the Commission: 
***was shown signs marked

*** viewed jail reports; 

***was told the county must 
pay medical fees of indigents 
up to 30 days of hospital stay 
at $200 a day;

***agreed to let bids on 150 
tons of plant mix to be used on 
Courty Road 30; 

***ruled New Brockton must 
pay $52 for a City Limits sign;

SENIOR SPOTLIGHT 


MRS. NONA LEOLA BYRD WHITTINGTON 


Mrs. Whittington 


The Sr. Citizen this week is 
Mrs. Nona _ Leola Byrd 
Whittington. ‘‘Miss’’ Nona is 
a pleasant, and pleasingly- 
plump, lady of short stature, 
who has pretty silver-gray hair, 
which, when unbraided,reach- 
es way below her waist. She 
says it has been 25 years since 
it was cut. ‘‘My daughter, 
Thelma, is a beautician, and 
she cut it the last time it was 
cut. When Hattie (another 
daughter) came back into the 
room and saw me, she ran out 
onto the porch, bawling and 
squalling, ‘Oooo, she’s ruined 
Mama! She won't ever look 
like Mama again!’ The boys 
cut up, too,’’ she added. 


Miss Nona is a mother lode 
of information - she could sit 
for hours and tell yarns from 
the ‘‘olden days,’’ we wager, 
and our regret is that we lack 
time and space to record more 
of them in this article. When 
we commented on her amazing 
memory (oh, by the way, folks, 
Miss Nona is ONLY 91 years 
old), she said, ‘‘My mother 
was like that - - - she’d sit for 
hours and talk about things 
that happened years ago - but 
couldn’t remember what hap- 
pened last week!’’ Well, we 
don’t know about Miss Nona’s 
memory regarding RECENT 
happenings, but we can sure 
testify to her excellent memory 
concerning things which 
occurred 50 (and more) years 
ago! 


Now, for some background 
information on this entertain- 
ing spinner of yarns -- She 
was born on June 29, 1888, to 
Allen Byrd and Ella Fair Har- 
per Byrd. As Miss Nona 


relates it, ‘I was born three. 


miles this side of New Brock- 
ton. My father owned 300 
acres of land around there, and 
when I was just a small child, 
he swapped that 300 acres 
where I was born for 300 more 
acres, a grist mill, a cotton gin, 
and a sawmill, two miles on 
the other side of New Brock- 
ton, which he called ‘‘Byrd’s 
Mill." How many of you 
old-timers remember going to 
Byrd’s Mill and getting your 
corn ground, your cotton gin- 
ned and your lumber cut? Mr. 
Byrd was born and reared in 
Dale County, near Ozark. 


Miss Ella Fair Harper (the 
mother of Miss Nona) was born 
about five miles this side of 
New Brockton, in what was 
then known as the Arwood 
Community. 


There are some illustrious 
and distinguished kinfolks in 
Miss Nona’s family. Her 
maternal great grandfather, a 
Judge Weeks, was Probate 
Judge of Coffee County for 11 
years during the Confederate 
War. Upon his death in office, 
his son-in-law, Aaron Harper, 
(Miss Nona’s maternal grand- 
father), took his place and 
served his term. 


Aaron Harper served in the 
Confederate War five years. 
He was a cook in the Army, 
and Miss Nona related the 
following tales to us concerning 
her grandfather. The men got 
so hungry during the War that 
some of them went out and got 
a house cat and skinned it, and 
told Aaron it was a fox squir- 
rel; he fried it, and presumably 
the starving men ate it. 

Another time she recalls 
her grandfather telling her, a 
man had hidden a hog in a pen 
by the chimney, and the Con- 
federate soldiers stole the 
squealing pig for food. She 
said her grandmother made all 
his clothes and shoes and sent 
them to him at certain pick-up 
points; and upon his return 
from the War, Mr. Aaron told 
the family vivid and heart- 
breaking stories of other sol- 
diers not so fortunate as he, 
“leaving tracks of blood on the 


snow and ice from their bare 
and cracked frostbitten feet.’’ 
Isn’t that heart-rending?! 


When Aaron came home 
from the War, Miss Nona told 
us, he was so infested with lice 
and other assorted ‘‘critters’’ 
that BEFORE he could even 
embrace his family, he had to 
go to the barn and scrub 
himself with lye soap and 
scalding hot water that she had 
heated for him. 


The Harper home place, 
which Aaron Harper home- 
steaded those many years ago, 
remains in the Harper family 
and is today owned by Lamar 
Harper. She said the old 
family home was ‘‘a double 
pen log house, and Grandpa 
grew some of the best mulber- 
ties, hog-nose pears and seed- 
ling pecans that you ever 
tasted!'’ To arrive at the old 
Harper homestead, take a left 
going to New Brockton, just 
above the Jehovah's Witness 
Church and turn off that road 
about a mile from Week's 
Bridge (which derived its name 
from the Judge Weeks who 
was Probate Judge) to go to 
Grandpa's house. 


Another interesting tale 
Miss Nona shared with us, She 
said her mother used to tell 
her that when she (her mother) 
was a little girl, she could 
“remember the colored folks 
on Grandpa’s farm going to 
Pea River and pulling the fish 
out of the river by the baskets! 
Basket after basket - as full as 
they could be! We used to 
feed the hogs fish there would 
be so many!” 


Another story from Miss 
Nona’s inexhaustible supply -- 
She said ‘‘When Mama was 
only ten years old, she had 
three little brothers, and when 
their father (Aaron) was off to 
War, Mama remembered sit- 
ting around the fire spinning 
and weaving cloth. The little 
boys’ jobs were to pick the 
seeds out of the cotton; and 
Mama said their mother would 
make the boys pick seeds out 
of enough cotton to fill their 
shoes full of seeds before she’d 
let them go to bed.”’ 


Miss Nona had five bro- 
thers, two of whom died before 
she was born. The others 
were Cirt, Robert (Bob) and 
Byrd. She had three sisters - 
Samantha, Lula and Nanny. 
Miss Nona is the only surviv- 
ing child. 


On the first day of October, 
190S, when Miss Nona was 17, 
she married Mr. Vanderbilt 
Whittington, who was almost 
ten years her senior. He was a 
native of Barbour County, hav- 
ing been born about 11 miles 
from Clayton. Mr. Whittington 
was a farmer, and Miss Nona 
said, ‘‘We always had plenty 
to eat.”’ 


Mr. Whittington, according 
to Miss Nona, definitely did 
NOT like to be called Vander- 
bilt. He preferred to be called 
Vander, which everyone did. 
She said she THINKS he was 
named after one of the rich 
Vanderbilt tycoons. 

Mr. Whittington died 
March 30, 1960, at the age of 
82. 


Miss Nona recalls living in 
Geneva, Headland and Mt. 
Andrews (Barbour County) 
during her married life. She 


remembers on one of the farms - 


they lived, one year they made 
eight bales of cotton during 
WwwWi. 


Miss Nona is the matriarch 
of a large family - 11 to be 
exact; and until Tuesday of last 
week, all the children were still 
living. On that day, Mrs. 
Susie Fleming, the third child, 
of New Brockton, passed away. 


The children are: Alma 
(Mrs. F.G.) Maddox, of New 
Brockton, She has six children 
and is a retired nurse's aide 
from the nursing home in 
Enterprise where she was em- 
ployed for almost five years. 


Virgil Whittington lives in 
New Brockton, has two child- 
ren and is retired. Many of his 
former customers will remem- 
ber him, as he ran a fish and 
oyster market in New Brockton 
several years. 


The late Mrs. Susie Flem- 
ing was the mother of two 
children and was retired as a 
nurse's aide from the hospital 
in Enterprise. 


Hattie Harrison lives in 
Orlando, Florida, She has thre 
children and isa _ retired 
hurse’s aide from Florida 
Manor Nursing Home in Or- 
lando, after fourteen years with 
them. 

Tlie next child is Keller 
Whittington, He lives in 
Houston, Texas, and is the 
father of two children. He 
served in WW Il, and was 
employed in refrigeration, but 
is now retired. 


Leona Maddox is a widow 
living in Jacksonville, Florida. 
She is the mother of two 
children, and is a cashier in a 
drug store in Orange Park, 
Florida. 


David Whittington, of 
Claremont, Florida, is Miss 
Nona’s next child, and he is a 
builder and the father of seven 
children. 


Onyx Cook, Clayton, Ala- 
bama, has seven children ani 
is an inspector in a_ shirt 
factory n Clayton. 


Next is Odessa Shaw of 
Kansas City, Missouri, who 
has two children, She is an 
RN in the emergency room of 
Baptist Hospital in Kansas 
City. 


Thelma Fowler is a widow 
who makes her home in Do- 
than. She is the mother of 
three children. 


Howard Whittington is 
Miss Nona’s ‘‘baby,’’ and he 
lives in Moorehead, North Car- 
olina. He has three children 
and is a builder. 


From the above children 
listed, Miss Nona has 39 
grandchildren, 70 great grand- 
children and somewhere in the 
vicinity of 25 great great 
grandchildren, The reason the 
last number is approximate is 
because she was expecting two- 
more additions to make their 
arrival sometime this past 
week. As she laughingly said, 
“I've just quit counting my 
great grandchildren and great 
great grandchildren. They 
multiply too fast! She is 
lovingly called ‘“‘Big Granny” 
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by this large clan. 


Miss Nona belongs to the 
First Baptist Church in New 
Brockton, 


She lists ‘‘any kind of 
vegetable, some meats all 
along,’ as favorite foods. 
“I'm not too crazy about 
chicken, I like the boney 
pieces better than the breast, I 
didn’t used to eat sweets, but I 
like them now."’ 


Miss Nona has always been 
a housewife (WHO could find 
time to be anything ELSE with 
11 children, ranging over a 
20-year span?!!). However, 
once she did find some time to 
do some nursing for an elderly 
lady with whom she stayed 
about 4 - 5 months. She 
remembers walking to and 
from the lady's house, half a 
mile each way, and earning $5 
a week, 


When asked if she liked the 
nursing home, Miss Nona re- 
plied, ‘‘Yes, I am ,retty well 
satisfied here."” She ‘broke 
up housekeeping"’ in the hous- 
ing project in New Brockton 
about S - 6 years ago, and 
lived with a orinddauaiier and 
her husband, Irene and Billy 
Shepherd in New Brockton, 
before coming to the nursing 
home on April 18, 1979. 


Her hobbies are quilting, 
fishing and reading. She 
dearly loves all three! She is 
reading the Bible from start to 
finish now -- she said she was 
almost through the New Testa- 
ment, and has already started 
the Old Testament. 
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And, all the members of 
her family, from children down 
through great great grand- 
children, are the proud reci- 
pients of lovely hand-made 

uilts given to them by “Big 

Granny’ over the years. She 
says, ‘‘Can't go in anyone’s 
home, but they don’t have a 
uilt I made and gave to 
them!”’ 

We're going to say goodbye 
to Miss Nona,with the telling 
‘of this funny tale, 'though we 
doubt it was very funny to 
Miss Nona at the time. 

The only failing Miss: Nona 
has is a hearing problem, so 
several years ago, she saved 
her money and bought a hear- 
ing aid. Well, seems one 
night, she forgot to take it out 
and went to sleep with it still 
in her ear, (She sniffed and 
said THAT was the FIRST and 
ONLY time she had EVER 
done that!), and during the 
course of the night, it came out 
and fell into the slop jar beside 
her bed. Well, the next morn- 
ing, Miss Nona got up and 
emptied her jar down the 
commode, and down wen her 
creer hearing aid! So, 
Miss Nona had a novel idea - 
she told family members that, 
instead of them giving her 
presents for her birthday and 
Christmas to just please con- 
tribute a monetary gift toward 
another hearing aid; and that 
for each one who did, she 
would make them a quilt. So, 
they did, and she did, and they 
got their quilts, and she got 
her hearing aid!!

Yes, it is true. Four-H livestock programs do involve girls. 
Take Lynn Watson. of New Brockton, who shows a 4-H steer 
every year! Or take that 10-year-old girl from Kinston named 
Cecilla Patterson who shows both beef cattle and hogs. But, let’s 
don’t leave out boys. Lynn Cotton of Jack shows hogs, cattle and 
horses. Tim Grant of New Brockton, plays football and helps his 
daddy farm while showing a 4-H steer each year. Finally, let's 
don’t leave out Jeff Dean who raised and exhibited the Grand 
Champion steer last year in Coffee County. 


“‘My main project is plant and soil science. I have taught a 
shortcourse in ‘House Plant Care’ for retired citizens at 
Enterprise State Junior College. In 1977 and 78, I gave three 
demonstrations to elementary classes on ‘How to Pot a Plant.’ 


‘In 1976 I entered the Junior Plant and Soil Exhibit. To my 
surprise, I won first place. I went on to District and won first 
place there also. I have won first place in county competition 
twice since 1976, and second place once, I won first place at 
District twice, and second place once. I have also been to state 
competition three times. 


These are just a few examples of 4-H’ers who participate in 
livestock programs. Beef cattle members start in August with the 
breaking and feeding of the calves, and climax in March at the 
District Show in Dothan. Another livestock program is the 
Market Hog Show where 4-H’ers start in April with feeder pigs 
and climax in June with a county show. In addition to the beef 
and swine projects, Horse Club projects continue at a rapid pace 
year-round. Not only do the participants attend horse shows just 
about every Saturday with their families, but they attend the 
District 4-H Show to qualify for state competition. If they win 
first at State, they can attend the regional show which was held 
this year in Mississippi. One young lady who qualified for 
regional competition was Treva Walden of Daleville.

MY 4-H CLOTHING STORY 


Hello - my name is Deborah Farris, | am 16 years of age and 
a member of 4-H in Coffee County. But, wait - don’t turn the 
page yet- I would like to tell you about my sewing project in 4-H. 


Wow! Can you imagine how much money I have saved by 
making my own clothes and clothes for other members of my 
family? For the last seven years. I have made approximately 410 
garments and articles, and have saved my family approximately 
$2000. 


I joined 4-H when I was in the 4th grade, and instantly I 
chose sewing as my main project. I liked sewing so well that 
when I was small, 1 would sew doll clothes instead of going out 
and playing with other children. Can you imagine a wardrobe of 
clothes for each of my dolls? That's exactly what I did. I first 
made them by hand, and let me tell you, my fingers became very 
sore. That was when Mother decided I could learn to sew on her 
sewing machine. I continued to sew as I grew older, and I 
realized that what my mother had told me about the pleasure as 
well as advantages to sewing, is still coming true with each new 
experience I have in my sewing. 


Some of the things I have learned in my clothing project range 
from learning to operate the sewing machine and other basic 
knowledge of sewing, to sewing border prints and plaids, and 
learning to give demonstrations; teach sewing classes, and how to 
save and make money by using my sewing skills to sew for 
myself and others. Sewing for others has taught me to be 
dependable. 


Through sewing for children, teenagers and adults, I have 
learned to fit others. Sewing for my brothers has taught me to 
handle menswear. My greatest pleasure in sewing for others has 
been seeing them wear and enjoy the garments I have made for 
them. 


My first experience in teaching was in 1978 when I invited 
several younger 4-H’ers to attend a ‘‘mini sewing course.’’ It has 
been a joy to see those 4-H’ers put to use what they learned in 
my sewing class. Since I had been sewing for years, I felt 
confident with my skills, but I soon discovered that teaching 
someone else to sew was completely different. The girls learned 
how to operate the machine, cut out a pattern, how to read and 
follow a pattern guide: At the completion of the course, they 
were very pleased with the things they had made, and wanted me 
to keep teaching it. 


Setting high standards in my own sewing has taught me to 
recognize quality construction. Using these standards when 
buying clothes has made me more aware of the construction and 
quality of ready-made garments. 


The State clothing specialist conducted a clothing clinic for 
District 4-H winners. The clinic was filled with lots of learning 
activities, including color, lines, and creative ideas. This clinic 
showed me there is much more to a clothing project than just

Last year the Ariton Purple

Hunting Licenses 


The Game and Fish Div. 
ision of the Department of 
Conservation and Natural Re- 
sources reminds all Alabama 
sportsmen that current hunting 
and fishing licenses will expire 
on September 30. 

All sportsmen 16 years of 
age and.older who will hunt or 
fish in Alabama during the 
coming fiscal year, which be- 
gins on October 1, must ac- 
quire the appropriate license or 
licenses. 

The costs of the various 
hunting and fishing licenses 
are as follows: 

Hani Licenses - Resident 
- State $10, county $5; 

Non-Resident - Annual All 
Game $50; Annual Small 
Game $15; Five-day Trip All 
Game $25; Five-day Trip Small 
Game $10. 

A $3.00 Management Area 
Deer and Turkey License in 
addition to a regular hunting 
license and management area 
permit is required for hunting 
deer and turkey on Manage- 
ment Areas. 


Fishing Licenses - Resident 
- Annual Rod and Reel - $6; 


Hook and Line (ordinary cane 
pole) in county of legal resi- 
dence $1.00; Disabled - 25 
cents. 

Non-Resident - Annual $10; 
Seven-day Trip $4.00. 


A 25 cents issuance fee is 
required for each above-listed 
license. All military personnel 
are required to have licenses. 

A $5.00 state and $7.50 
federal Duck Stamp are re- 
quired in addition to the appro- 
priate hunting license when 
hunting migratory waterfowl. 

Residents over 65 years of 
age may obtain lifetime hunt- 
ing or fishing licenses . by 
paying the appropriate issu- 
ance fee.

Boating Safety Tips 


So you're going fishing. 
What are the chances that you 
won't get back? That all 
depends on you. 

Assuring your safety while 
you're in a boat requires much 
more than just throwing your 
safety equipment in your boat 
and letting it go at that. 
Assuring your safety requires 
that you educate yourself in 
the use of the equipment. 

Personal flotation devices, 
commonly known as life pre- 
servers, come in a variety of 
shapes and sizes. 
common of these used by 
fishermen is the type III de- 
vice. This device, approved by 
the U. S. Coast Guard, is 
recommended since such a 
device is generally worn and 
then if a fisherman happens to 
fall overboard, he is wearing a 
life preserver. 

Your best safety device is 
either the jacket or the bouyant 
vest. These devices are de- 
Signed to keep you afloat on 
top of the water, and one 
should be worn at all times 
when boating. Buying and 
wearing one of these devices is 
much cheaper than a tragedy 
and perhaps a lifetime of 
remorse.

All boats propelled wholly 
or in part by machinery must 
display the proper running 
lights. After all, limited visi- 
bility doesn’t mean just dark. 
What about being caught out

at night also? If you don’t 
have a battery, at least carry a 
flashlight that contains fresh 
batteries and is otherwise ope- 
rational. 

If you do have a battery in 
your boat, remember that the 
terminals must be covered with 
a non-conductive material to 
prevent arching, and the bat- 
tery must be secured to pre- 
vent its shifting or turning 
over. 

Since your boat is an open 
fishing boat, you will not be 
concerned with ventilation re- 
quirements. However, you 
should know that if you place 
your gas tank in an enclosed 
area, you must meet ventila- 
tion requirements. A marine 
dealer or a marine policeman 
will be glad to answer any 
questions. 

The law doesn’t require an 
open vessel which is outboard 
powered to have a fire ex- 
tinguisher, but you are wise if 
you realize that a six-gallon 
portable gas tank carries the 
explosive potential to blow up 
a city block. An efficient fire 
extinguisher should be carried 
on any boat because fire can 
break out on a 14-foot boat as 
well as a cabin cruiser. 

If your boat is more than 16 
feet long, you will need some 
type of a device that can be 
heard for at least one half a 
mile. This horn should be abie 
to make a sustained blast for at 
least two seconds.

USDA Asks 


For Comments 


The public has until Nov. 
1S to make recommendations 
for the 1980-crop peanut pro- 
gram, Ray Fitzgerald, Ad- 
ministrator Stabilization and 
Conservation Service, said 
today. 

Consideration will be given 
to wiitten comments on the 
following: 

--the amount of the national 
avreage allotment; 

--the amount of the national 
poundage quota; and 

--the apportionment of such 
allotment to states. 


The Secretary of Agricul- 
ture is required to announce by 
December 1 a 1980 national 
acreage allotment of no loss 
than 1,614,000 acres and a 
1980 national poundage quota 
of not less than 1,516,000 short 
tons (3,032 million pounds). 
The national pouudage quota 
will establish the quantity of 
1980-crop peanuts eligible for 
loan at the domestic edible 
support rate. 

The Secretary may increase 
the quota if for any marketing 
year he determines estimated 
requirements for domestic 
edible use and a reasonalbe 
carryover will require addition- 
al production. Under the 1979 
peanut program, the national 
acreage allotment and _ the 
poundage quota were 
established at the legal 
minimums of 1,614,000 acreas 
and 1,596,000 short tons, 
respectively. 

Proposals on loan rates and 
program operation provisions 
will be issued later.

ROCK EAGLE 

Coffee County has five vol- 
unteer 4-H Club leaders at the 
Southern Regional Leadership 
Shortcourse this week. Coffee 
County’s five leaders join lead- 
ers from other counties in the 
state and from 14 southern 
states at the Rock Eagle 4-H 
Club Center near Athens,

NEMATODES 

Coffee County farmers and 
landowners have sent in about 
twice as many nematode sam- 
ples so far this year than last 
year. Now is an excellent time 
to take samples of your garden 
or row crop land to send to the 
nematode lab at Auburn. You 
can get the testing supplies at 
agribusiness firms and at the 
County Extension Office. 

October is an excellent time 
to get your nematode sample 
and to go ahead and treat with 
a fumigant if you have a 
problem. The soil is warm 
enough to get good fumigant 
action. You can then make 
early spring plantings of crops 
like tomatoes, cucumbers, 
beans, etc. 

Incidentally, do not treat 
soils when they are very dry. 
Go ahead in garden areas and 
temove or plow under the old 
crop residues now. 


STOCKER CALVES 

Would you be interested in 
a contract arrangement where- 
by you would provide the 
grazing and someone else 
would provide the stocker 
calves? Roy Sims of Enter- 
prise and Dewey Bateman are 
offering a contract arrange- 
ment to growers whereby the 
landowners provide the grazing 
and care of the animals and 
they provide the stockers. Ar- 
rangements on the amount to 
be paid the grower will be 
negotiated. 

Individuals in the county 
may be interested in this 
program in that they would not 
have to take the risk them- 
selves of investing in the 
stockers. Programs similar to 
this have been in effect for a 
number of years.

LUCK 

Dr. T. B. Hagler at Auburn 
says there is no such thing as 
luck in growing a garden. 
Recently, he said, ‘‘Did you 
ever hear someone ask a 
neighbor what kind of luck he 
had with his garden? There is 
no such thing as fuck in 
gardening. Luck is something 
you take with the flip of the 
card or the roll of dice. Garden 
yields are determined by prep- 
aration to take advantage of 
opportunities, 

Part of the preparation 
deals with supplying lime and 
plant nutrients. Dr. Hagler 
reports that over 50 percent of 
the garden samples received in 
Auburn from Coffee County 
were too acid for best garden 
yields. Soil testing can take a 
lot of pitfalls out of gardening. 
I totally agree with Dr. Hagler 
in that those who prepare 
ahead of time usually have a 
good garden. 


PEANUTS 

Louise King, who is without 
question the finest peanut 
public relations person in the 
world, is totally dedicated to 
helping peanut farmers in the 
Wiregrass. She maintains the 
office of the Alabama Peanut 
Producers Association in Do- 
than. I congratulate her on the 
excellent work she does. 

She takes it upon herself to 
explain to farmers who partici- 
pate in the program what the 
Peanut Producers Association 
is striving to do for the 
growers in this area. For 
example, she told me that in 
the last 12 - 15 years peanut 
yields have doubled in Ala- 
bama. We are planting fewer 
acres than we were 15 years 
ago, but the total tons of 
peanuts produced each year 
remain about the same. 

But the main point she 
made is that all these peanuts 
are being sold. She is con- 
vinced, and I am, too, that the 
Alabama Peanut Producers 
Association, in conjunction 
with other grower associations 
throughout the south, are help- 
ing to sell peanuts. Now,the 
Alabama Association, through 
their existing representatives, 
are tying in a lot of peanut 
promotion work with the jelly 
industry, the salted nut indus- 
try and the food industry in 
general.

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1¢ Sales Tax For Building New Jail Against Alabama Law 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion has been officially notified 
by Attorney General Charles 
Graddick that the Commission 
does not have the authority to 
impose a one-cent sales tax for 
the construction of a new jail in 
Enterprise. The four-page 
ruling by Graddick pointed out 
that state law permits the 
levying of an ad valorem tax of 
up to 1/4 of one percent which 
‘Shall be applied exclusively 
for the purpose for which the 
same was so levied and col- 
lected."’ 

According to the opinion 
from the Attorney General’s 
office, ‘‘The County Commis- 
sion may levy and collect such 
special taxes as it may deem 
necessary, not to exceed one- 
fourth of one percent per 
annum, for the purpose of 


paying any debt or liability 
against any county incurred for 
the erection, construction or 
maintenance of necessary brid- 
ges or public buildings prior to 
March 23, 1915, or incurred for 
the erection of public roads 
since November 28, 1901, or 
that may be created for the 
erection, repairing, furnishing 
or maintenance st public build- 
ings, bridges or roads after 
March 23, 1915.”’ 

At the last meeting of the 
County Commission, former 
District Attorney Lewey 
Stephens appeared before the 
group and cited the laws 
referred to in the official opin- 
ion. He told the commis- 
sioners they would probably be 
faced with a law suit if they 
did move forward with the 
sales tax as had been dis-

Graddick wrote, ‘‘Section 
21S of the Constitution of 
Alabama 1901 is the authority 
which allows the Legislature to 
authorize a county to levy a 
special tax for the construction 
of public buildings such as 
jails. However, both Section 
215 of the Constitution and 
#11-14-11 of the Code of Ala- 
bama 1975 provide that the 
taxes levied by the counties for 
the construction of public 
buildings must be ad valorem 
taxes, and may not exceed 
one-fourth of one percentum of 
that levied by the State for ad 
valorem tax purposes, There- 
fore, it is my opinion that the 
Coffee County Commission 
does not have the authority to 
impose a one percent county 
sales tax in Coffee County,.’’ 

The Commission is under a 
court order to present plans for 
the construction of a jail in 
Enterprise as the results of a 
lawsuit filed for that purpose 
several months ago. They are 
under a mandate by the Grand 
Jury of the Elba Division of 
Coffee County to bring the 
present jail up to federal 
standards or furnish plans for 
construction of a new jail in 
Elba. They. have until Dec- 
ember ist on the grand jury 
mandate.
